for soon after we arrived, two. 
months to be exact, we were facing) 
an enemy that was clever, resource- 
ful and lacked only one thing, good 
individual fighters. Despite this 
drawback, they were enabled to hold 
thelr own, though pushed on all 
sides by military movements, 
Factlity of Movement. 

That they moved troops through-| 
out the interlor of European Russia | 
with great dispatch was shown time| 
and again, when the difficulties of 
our transport were almost _ insur- 
mountable. 

On one occasion I looked over the 
effects of a dying Bolshevik officer. | 
His papers showed that he had re-. 
ceived orders to proceed from the 
Bimbursk area, which is in South- 
western Russia, in the territory of 
the Don Cossacks, to Archangel. He 
had traversed this distance in 72 
hours with his command. This we 
established after checking up their 
military passes, etce., and making due 
allowances for the difference in time 
of the Russian calendar and other 
data susceptible to question. 

When we first encountered’ the 
| Bolsheviki they were always retreat: | 
ing. When we left this summer they 
were always attacking. 

Some of the individual exploits of| 
the Bolshevik soldiers were acts of 
|extraordinary bravery. I wil give 
one instance. On the railroad front 
a party of Bolsheviki came from, 
their lines near Empsa through the 
dense forests over the snow to a spot 
three versts in the rear of our front 
line position and blew up a 1.55 fleld 
piece under the very noses of the 
Russian artillerymen handling it.. 
Many of the Bolsheviki were killed 
in the ac which followed. 

Soldi all along the line, despite 
their hatred for Bolshevism and the 
Bolsheviki, would probably have 
buried these dead with military hon- 
ots had weather and other condet- 
tions permitted, for we recognized 
lin their act a feat of remarkable 
| bravery. Their bodies lay in the 
snow several days, where they had 
‘fallen, for there was a continuous 
shortage of men and we were torced | 
to be on the alert at all times. Un-. 
der such conditions, military funer- | 
als, even for our own men, were | 

| 
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nearly out of the question. Finally 
the dead Bolsheviki were buried. 
‘together in a pit by Americans. 

As our study of their method went | 
on, we could see that the tactics | 
and strategy of the Bolsheviki were | 
‘constantly improving. We could | 
recognize in the Bolshevik activities, 
| through our intelligence department, 
that their concentration of forces for 
an offensive movement was being 
accomplished as well as could be ex- 
pected of any army under conditions 
as they existed in the Archangel dis- 
trict. This development of military 
efficiency on the part of our foes 
/'meant one of two things—either they 
iwere able to increase the efficlency 
of their army until it was reaching

For some reason which we can't 
understand, it Ig an opinion shared 
by many that a soldier loses his re- 
ligiovs aspect in the face of perils 
and cJiscovragements and provoca- 
tions such as we encountered. This, 
in so far as ovr expedition to Rus- 
sia was concerred, is a grave mis- 
take. Most of the men in our expe- 
dition can speak readily and intelli- 
gently of the religious aspects of to- 
day, and I advance their opinion of 
Bolshevism for what it really is 
worth—a valuable verdict to guide 
the policy which America must take 
before this mania, or movement, or 
manifestation is stamped out of Rus- 
sia and the world it menaces. 

It is the regret of every man 
among the Americans who served 
there that we were unable to give to 
bolshevism a body blow. We judge 
that the results of the fighting in 
Russia, so far as it relates to the 
Americans, has been neither to kill 
off Bolshevism nor yet to approve it. 

On our return we find apologies 
for the Bolsheviki running rampant 
in the United States, with word, ges- 
ture and propaganda. How long 
will this be permitted to exist? A 
word of warning from those who 
have grappled with it at the place of 
its genesis seems not amiss. 

Our Intelligence Department, in 
ciassifying the various Bolshevik 
propaganda and civil influences in 
North Russia, soon found that the 
chief agencies for the proselyting of 
Lenine and Trotsky were three peri- 
odicals—one in English, one’ in 
French and one containing sections 
ir Russian, German, English and 
I'rench. 

The English periodical was pub- 
lished from the Soviet publishing 
headquarters in Moscow. New York- 
ers will be interested to know that 
its name was “The Call.” 

On its first page it bore a succes- 
sion of bulletins. from _the_ various 
world capitals, some innocuous 
enough, others of the most lying and 
-nsidious character. The purport of 
the whole was to indicate plausibly 
that the world was on the eve of an 
international revolution. Before the 
armistice, many of these news bulle- 
tins in the Call came from the Cer- 
nan Government radio station at 
Mauen direct to Russia. 

Some were cribbed from authen- 
tic rews sources, such as Havas ane. 
Reuters, others were from the ques- 
tionable Wolff News Bureau. The 
news dispatches had been filched by 
the Bolshevik radio agencies in Mos- 
cow and Petrograd, and garbled ard 


distorted to guit their. ends. 


The edition of Bolshevik propa- 
ganda published in French was 
called “L’Internationale.”” It was 
much more ably edited than was 
the Call, for the Call was got out by 
an Englishman, apparently, with 
Bolsheviki aspirations, for English 


and American consu tion. Tne 
reader - may judge tl ipossibility 
even to propaganda less repugnant 


than this, of appealing both to the 
ing!lish and to the Americans at the 
same time on our North Russian 
front. 

But with the French it was differ- 
ent. L'Internationale was edited by a 
master Machievellian mind, whoever 
he was. Try as hard as they might, 
the French soldiers in our expedi- 
tion could not abstain from reading 
this sheet, and discussing its lying 
contents with increasing interest. 
Poor fellows—they were not to be 
greatly blamed. 

The polyglot edition of Bolshevik 
propaganda was the most expensive- 
‘'y gotten up of all, and was called 
“The Commune,” or its equivalent 
In the various languages of its ser- 
tions—Russian, German, French and 
English. Perusal of its columns 
showed that considerable brains had 
been devoted to its issue. Typograph- 
oatly, too. it was better dressed than 
its contemporaries, and bore unmis- 
takable evidence of having been com- 
posed, printed and distributed by 
adept craftsmen, as well as written 
by able editors. 

If the Bolsheviki \ were wasting 
their time, however, in their propa- 
ganda efforts directed at the Ameri- 
cans in the field it must be a source 
of great comfort to Lenine and 
Trotzky, Tohitcherin and Peters, .nd 
others of their ilk, to know that their 
able, and in some cases unwitting al- 
lies in America, who condone Bol- 
shevik actrocities, apologize for So- 
viet shortcomings, appear before 
congressional committees and othe: 

‘gencies, and contribute weak at- 
tempta at defense of this red course, 
are serving them so well 

Let America beware of these rav- 
ings, whether they come from scholar 
or spy, @upe or fanatic. There is 4,» 
room in the patience of the Ameri- 
can soldier for indulgence to these 
parasites.

SETTLE THE TELEPHONE STRIKE. 

What simpler proposal could be made looking to a set- 
tlement of a strike than a proposal for a mediator? 

That is an approved starting point from which to be- 
gin the adjustment of such difficulties. It commits no- 
body to anything. It merely recognizes the importance 
The merits of the 
controversy are not brought into question. 

But Postmaster-General Burleson, asked to name a 
mediator in the telephone strike in this city, curtly re- 
fused. “There is no reason,” he said, “why the employes 
cannot settle their controversy with the local officials 
of the company, and settle it promptly.” r ; 

But the employes have not settled their controversy 
with the local officials and apparently no prospect exists 
of settling it promptly, and there must be a reason why 
this is true, Mr. Burleson to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 

Every day of its continuance the strike is a fact which | 
has its suggestion to the employes of other industries, 
and in these times any suggestion of that quality is a 
matter of large concern. Already it threatens to spread. 
Its efféct on service is something to which every tele- 


phone subscriber can testify. 


The request for a mediator recognized the public in- 
terest involved and was made by the Mayor of the city. 
Mr. Burleson’s reply is that ‘“‘there is no necessity for a 
mediator.”’ 

What, then, is it necessary to do to rid St. Louis of 
this strike? If the Chicago street car men’s rejection of 
arbitration and all reasonable proposals for averting a 
walkout is denounced, what is to be said of a presumptu- 


ous reply from a high-placed Government official vir- 


tually duplicating their “to-hell-wWith-the-public” slogan? 
Faced by the possibility of widespread strikes, Mr. Bur-| 
leson scuttled and hastily turned the wires back to their 
owners. His present arbitrary attitude is a reminder -of 
his original responsibility for troubles which really had 


‘their inception under his management and throws light 


on why his direction of wire service collapsed in total 
failure. | 

The telephone strike should be settled. If Mr. Burle- 
son refuses a mediator, let us have a mediator who can 
speak with a more authoritative voice than any Burle- | 
son emissary.

INN FEIN has become so identified | 
with a policy of physical force that. 


few remember its origin. Herbert Moore 
Pim, in an article on “Sinn Fein: Past, 
Present, and Future.’ in the Nineteenth 


recalls the fact that it was orig- 
nally founded in 1905 by Arthur Griffith, 
is an avowedly pacific party. Its policy 
of passive resistance and self-development, 
was to be modeled on that which had 

been successfully adopted by Hungary. 

The idea, however, did not make a popu- 

lar appeal and the party failed. Mr. Red. 

mond, indeed, gave the Irish volunteers 
the nickname of Sinn Feiners expressly to 

discredit them by linking them in the 
public mind with a notorious failure. Mr 

Pim tells how, in 1916, when he was help- 

ing to revive the moribund party, he used 

this nickname in a bluff that gave a tre- 

mendous impetus to Sinn Fein: 

An immense amount of popular 
sympathy had arisen for the men 
shot after the rebellion, and as these 
men, to the then hostile Nationalists 
of Ireland, had been known as “Sinn 
Feiners’’ (though they one and all 
objected to the nickname). I felt 
sure that it would be a simple mat- 
ter to make use of this misdirected 
sympathy to lead the public uncon- 
sciously into adopting the policy for 
which the name Sinn Fein really 
stood. 


Thus it was still a pacific’ policy when 
the revived party began to sweep every-. 
thing before it in 1916. Mr. Pim is con- 
vinced that the policy of violence is go- 
ing to wreck the party and sees the only 
hope for Ireland in Peaceful economic de- 
velopment. t is hardly likely, however, 
that he will convince his fellow-country- 
men, for he has discovered, to his great 
grief, that they are “socially childish.’
